THE RUMOURED RISING IN

Over six months ago the China 2fail 
drew attention ta certain facts which in- 
dicated the probability of a rising in 
South Chine before very long. Further 
inquiries put us in possession of infor- 
mation which wa did not feel justified 
in making public at thé time, for res 
sons which willbe obvious to anyone 
who gives the matter careful thonght. 
Since then, preparations for a rebellion 
on a complete scale have lean gaing 
forward, and such details as have come 
to or knowledyo in confidence we hate 
kept to ourselves for the time, ond te 
spested the confidence. Now, however, 
the secret bag leaked out, through yari- 
pus channels, ond it seema impossible to 
keep it quiet any looger, The stories 
that are going about ore in some cass 
grosly misleading, ond it is as well 
tbat the truth should be known, © 

The scheme in principle is the naturnt 
outcome of Manchurian misrule. We 
ned hardly gro into details to make it 
clear that no people would long be con- 
tent to tolerate such a reign of iniquity 
‘as that of the present officials; a grasp~ 
ing, greedy gong of unconscionable 
haspies, from the highest to the lowest, 
using their positions solely for the pur- 
pose of. “Togelined. plunder end without 
tho slightest idea of studying the well- 
fare of the people or the country. 
Where the victims cau get uo redress 
thére 13 bound to be discontent, and 
seithing discontent ia chrovic in China, 
in every part of it.

THE KUCHENG, MASSACRE. 
WHOLESOME RESULT OF ADMIRAL 
BULLER’S PLESENCE, 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Faochow, October 24. 

On Wednesday offlast week, two days uf- 
ter bis interview with the Viceroy, the ro- 
sults of which I wired you, Mr Manafjeld, 
accompanied by the Rev. Mr Banister, left 
for Kaoheng, and ortived there at 5 p.m, 
on the following Friday, , He told hie bro- 
ther Commissioners that the Viceroy had 
promized to exeoute atonce fourteen ofthe 
guilty Vegetarians, to re-examine and exe. 
oute the four leaders at Fooohow, and to 
banish all the others who went to the fast- 
nesa of to Hwasang, He also caid thet if 
the Vioeroy id not live up to hie promisos 
Admiral Buller would take a bang in the 
matter. Unquestionably the engagements 
will be kept as long os Admiral Butler re- 
mains, for he is the oply man in thee parts 
whom the Viceroy fears, The wonder is 
that the Admiral did not come before, for 
then ‘the whole case would have been eettled 


long ago, It will be remembored that after 
Hou Taotai reached Kucbeng, early in Sep- 
tember, he told the Consuls thes-tie could 


excoute any number, but that he'would not |- 


execule one unless assured that with the ex- 
ecution the whole case was settled, Al- 
though told plainly then that no suo ayrae~ 
ment was possibla the Tavtai would not give 
up the attempt to treat the question as a 
mero matter of batgaining, and three weeka 
ago wanted to settle it by the exeoation of 
fifty erlminals, and the banishraent of all 
others incriminated, if that would end it, 
He has been compelted at lust to ‘cease con- 
sidering the casa as a mere affair of buying 
and selling, for the Viceroy now kaows 
plainly, Mr MausGeld says, that tho pro- 
mises he made at the interview, when ful. 
filled, will only be preliminary to sqttlement, 
and will not close the case at all, To the 
presence of the Admiral is all this due. 
Chinese statesmen respect nothing bat force ; 
the wonderis that European Governments 
knowing this compel their representatives to, 
spend s0 much tine in ueclesa talk, 

At 9 Colock on Monday morving last, 
Oct, 21,.one part of: the Viceroy’s promise 
was onrried out in the execution of fourteen 
of the most enlpably guilty. All the Com- 
missioners, except. Me Banister, wero pro- 
sent. The crowd was not as large as was 
expected, forit rained hard the syhule morn. 
ing. The exeontion was held just outside 
the sonth gate, and the ceremonies precoding 
it were the same as those preceding the exe. 
cution of Sept. 17, which I desoribed fully 
in @ former Jelter. They were more impres- 
sive, however, for {here was more ctre and 
deliberation in everything, and the proces. 
sion from the yamen to the execation 
ground moved slowly and with great state, 
‘Lrummpets were sounded and solutes fired 
all along the way. When Ming Chiang 
Chek, the most’ bloodthirsty of them all, was 
led into the presence of the officials, just 
before ha was put into the oege to be 
carried to execution, he loudly thanked 
them, and wished them prosperity and 
sneosse, The Taotai, in reply, wished him 
happiness in the, future life. Some of tho 
other prisoners also thanked the officials, 
whilo wme begged for mercy and sompletaly 
broke dowa, One man, Dang Hwa, raved 
and cursed everybody on his way to exeou- 


take vengeance on persons whom they hated. 
One would snppow that a high official 
woull appreciate. the services of men who 
helped toward the arrest of tho brutal 
murderera, His Excellenoy, Hau, however, 
feelsn0 euch senfiments; bis oply desire; 
judged by his conduct, haa been to shield 
the butchers who w orucliy slaughtered the 
helpless foreigners at Hwa Sang, and the 
Christians who furnished their namea to the 
Consuls are the objects of bis bitterest hate, 
The Native Christians deperve the thanke 
of all foreignem for their services 
throughout the -inveatigation, and they 
deserva no ‘leas our sympathy in the trying 
position in which they will be placed when 
the Commission has left. tis te be hoped 
thatour goveroment will see that they aro 
seourely protected against the vengeance of 
Hou and bis worthless tribe. 
Later. 

After writing the above I received a short 
lettor from Kucheng, dated Oct, 23, saying 
thatthe Commission would not be able to 
Jeavo before next Saturday. All the mem- 
bers of the Commision were to take dioner 
with the officials today, but they refused on 
learning of the report which Heu sent to the 
Teung-li yamen, the substance of which I 
have given above, All sorta of rumours are 
afloat as to the ressons for their declining. 
I trust that the Consals wil! work togethor 
aud bring homo te this wretobed Taotai the 
full consequences of his falachacd,
